-of a job. Over there you will find more people in 
the same position and you can associate with them.

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apie to what class he belongs, gets to a certain 
point where he stops work.” 

“There it is, ina nutshell,” declares the Post, “itis 
the unutterable loneliness of the American with leis- 
ure dn his hands which has made this man turn hi$ 
back on Kansas City, its heights, its river, its cattle 
yards, and its turreted homes. He could not spend 
the whole day watering his lawn or-watching the 
trains come into, that horrible Kansas City pigsty 
misnamed a station, or driving an automobile, or in 
waiting for his friends to come back from work in 
the rush-hour trolleys. We are inclined to. think, 
too, that, in addition.to his loneliness, a sort of social 
stigma helped to drive him to another clime. -It is 
still felt in many communities that there must: be 
something wrong with one who-will not earn money 
when he can. A man of leisure, it is instinctively 
understood, must turn to the Devil for aid in passing 
his time; as a matter of course, he is also a-“man 
about town.”
